REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The. following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 9 and 10: 
The prior art did not teach or suggest a gas-fired hot water heater as claimed by the applicant, 
specifically a hot water heater comprising nested ellipsoids covering the openings in the cabinet 
for preventing the flame in the burner from flashing out of the cabinet and igniting fugitive 
flammable vapors surrounding the cabinet, the ellipsoids being formed from expanded metal 
sheets made from magnesium alloy foil containing at least 3% magnesium and having a 
thickness in. the range from 0.05-1.0 mm, together in combination with the other claimed features 
of applicant's invention. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claim 1 4: The prior 
art did not teach or suggest a process for heating hot water in a tank as claimed by the applicant, 
specifically a process comprising the step of placing a contained layer of nested ellipsoids in the 
openings in the chamber for preventing the flame in the chamber from flashing out of the 
chamber and igniting fugitive flammable vapors in the atmosphere surrounding the chamber, the 
ellipsoids being formed from expanded metal sheets made from magnesium alloy foil containing 
at least 3% magnesium and having a thickness in the range from 0.05-1 .0 mm, together in 
combination with the other claimed step features of applicant's invention.
